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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the Amendment filed April 1 1 , 2006. The applicant 
amended claims 4, 7, 9, and 14 and cancelled claims 1-3, 8, and 13. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 4-7, 9-12, and 14-22 are allowable. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the prior art of the 
record discloses, teaches, or fairly suggests an apparatus for identifying items each having a 
radio frequency transponder comprising, among other things, a three dimensional radio 
frequency antenna and a device for placing the transponder in a quiet mode, after the transponder 
is identified, to prevent that the same transponder from responding to interrogation signals from 
the antenna (claim 4). The three-dimensional radio frequency antenna is further arranged that a 
distance between turns of coils increase when approaching the respective axis. The prior art of 
the record is also silent about a plurality of cylindrical antenna coils arranged within one another 
in a nested relationship having some of the coils being wound such that horizontal magnetic 
fields phase shift at 180 degrees and 90 degrees maybe generated, and others of the coils being 
wound such that vertical magnetic fields with phase shifts of 180 degrees may be developed 
(claims 7, 9-12, 14, and 15). After further search and thorough examination of the present 
application and in view of the Applicant's arguments and amendments, claims 4-7, 9-12, and 14- 
22 are found to be in condition for allowance over the prior art made of record.
